I don’t know where I’d be without 
RedEye. 

Now, I don’t want to get too dramatic. 

I don’t think I’d be lying in a ditch or 
anything. But I also doubt that anyone 
else would have taken a chance on this 
column, especially since it’s often filled 
with plagiarism. 

In other words, if not for RedEye, I’d 
probably be somewhere in that narrow 
area that exists between Ditch and Col- 
umnist.

The point is: People in this city read RedEye, and that’s what every 
writer wants — to be read. Remember, even Jewel wanted her poetry read. 

And that’s one reason I’m hanging up the column. I still make refer- 
ences to Jewel. And malt shops. 

I somehow slipped out of RedEye’s target demographic a couple 
of years ago (but I still believe Mountain Dew cares about me), and 
it’s time to move on to other things. Canes Monthly, for example, has 
offered me a regular spot in its pages. (You can email me at mebazer@ 
gmail.com for the full scoop on the other things I’m up to.) 

So, thank you for reading me in this space all these years. Without 
you, the column would have been exactly the same. But it wouldn’t 
have been nearly as fun. I’ve appreciated the emails, that letter several 
years back from the guy who was living off the grid and your patience 
on weeks when the column wasn’t as good as it should have been. 

Although I still maintain that the one about the pleasures of pro- 
fessional ear-wax removal was a winner.

Roseland boy, 9,

Ivan Burns Sr.’s son needed some fresh air. 

The sounds of gunfire in their area of 
Roseland came often and regularly earlier 
in the night, but by early Wednesday morn- 
ing it seemed to have subsided, and Burns 
and his 9 -year-old son, Ivan Jr., walked out 
their back door to bring their dog, Sandy 
into the home. 

“We got out and bam, I heard two shots. 
Before I even locked the door I saw my 
son fall,” Burns said Wednesday afternoon 
as he stood outside Advocate Hope Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 

Inside, Ivan Jr. clung to life, in critical 
condition with a gunshot wound to the 
head. Police said there was no one in cus- 


tody in the shooting, which happened at 
about 3:20 a.m. in the 0-99 block of East 
1 00th Place. 

The preceding hours had been normal 
and uneventful, the older Burns said in an 
interview 

The day before, Ivan Jr. had gotten a 
video game that he wanted, and father and 
son were playing together Tuesday night 
when their pit bull had an accident in the 
house and they put her in the backyard. 

Burns said he wanted to bring the dog in 
around midnight, but he could hear shoot- 
ing in the area and so he opted to wait. Just 
before 3:20 a.m., he decided to get the dog. 
Ivan Jr. went along because the boy has 
asthma, and his father thought he needed 


fresh air. 

Ivan Jr. was about 15 feet ahead of his 
father when the shots rang out. He was 
rushed to the hospital soon after. 

Police said they don’t believe the boy 
was the intended target, but couldn’t say 
whether his father was. 

Ivan Jr. is a fourth-grader at Bennett 
Elementary School, 10115 S. Prairie Ave., 
family and schools officials said. 

“He’s a bright kid. He’s like any kid, he 
wants to have fun,” said his aunt, Chiq- 
uita Burns. “People need to stop with this 
senseless shooting. They need to realize 
that our people {are} losing their world 
over some [nonsense] that other people 
[are] doing.” 


Do pedicabs 
need to be 
licensed?

As if pulling a seat full of drunken tourists isn’t 
headache enough, those bicycle cabbies who 
ply the streets around Chicago’s ballparks and 
bars are again in the City Council’s sights. 

Aid. Thomas Tunney whose 44th Ward 
includes Wrigley Eield, Boystown and other 
areas where the three-wheeled bikes are com- 
monly seen, said he likes the pedicabs but 
wants to make sure they’re safe. 

Tunney introduced a measure Wednesday 
requiring the bikes to be inspected regularly 
The companies would need to be licensed by 
the city and each bike would require an annual 
$25 city sticker. 

Additionally pedicab companies would pay 
the city $175 per year under the plan, which 
will get a hearing at the City Council License 
Committee. 

The pedicabs would mostly be prohib- 
ited downtown before 7 p.m., though Tun- 
ne/s plan allows for a trial program to see if 
they can run safely in the heavy traffic of the 
Loop. 

Robert Tipton, owner of Chicago Rickshaw, 
said he’s OK with the city regulating pedicabs, 
but he’s troubled by possible standards on 
where the bikes can operate. 

“It doesn’t make sense to restrict a non-pol- 
luting vehicle in the most congested area in the 
city” Tipton said. 


The roof, the roof, the rooftop 
patio is open untii midnight 

Downtown rooftop gardens and outdoor pa- 
tios will be able to stay open an hour later on 
weekdays under a trial program the Chicago 
City Council approved Wednesday. Under the 
measure, the patios and rooftops would be 
able to stay open until midnight seven days 
a week, as they already can on Friday and 
Saturday nights. They now close at 11 p.m. 
Sunday through Thursday. The measure ap- 
plies to the central business district but also 
extends south and north of the Loop.

Suit: Officers 
retaliated 
against man

A federal lawsuit filed Wednesday 
claims a Chicago police officer was 
caught on tape punching a man who 
questioned the use of force against 
his neighbors in 2009. 

The complaint alleges LaMonte 
Simmons’ constitutional rights were 
violated on Aug. 3, 2009, when he 
was stopped from engaging in First 
Amendment-protected speech 
and assembly It also claims the of- 
ficers retaliated against Simmons, 
22, by battering him, arresting him 
and causing him to be charged with 
crimes all without probable cause to 
do so. 

The suit names the police officer 
who is accused of punching Simmons 
in the face, several other officers and 
the City of Chicago as defendants. 

A representative for the city Law 
Department was not immediately 
available for comment. 

Jon Loevy an attorney represent- 
ing Simmons, held a news conference 
Wednesday to announce the suit and 
release copies of the video, which was 
taken by a neighbor of the residence 
on the 12000 block of South Stewart 
Avenue in West Pullman. 

Simmons was visiting his neigh- 
bors about 7 p.m. that night when 
he saw a police vehicle arrive, and 
a 16 -year-old resident of the home 
walked out to the porch and was 
placed in a choke-hold by a police 
officer, according to the complaint. 

Simmons, who had been sitting on 
the porch, stepped off and walked to 
the sidewalk, the complaint alleged. 
Loevy and the complaint alleged that 
officers retaliated against Simmons.

About 2.35 million people visited Taste of 
Chicago this year, 300,000 fewer than at- 
tended the city’s iconic summer fest in 2010, 
according to a Chicago Park District esti- 
mate released Wednesday 

The crowd was the smallest for the Taste 
since 1986, when about 1.68 million attend- 
ed, according to data provided by the Illi- 
nois Restaurant Association. 

Vendors blamed the absence of a fire- 
works display predictions of nasty weather 
and the lack of big-name musical acts for 
smaller crowds and lower sales. 

But city officials touted the 10 -day event 
as “a more family-friendly” public safety suc- 
cess. Arrests at the Taste fell from 54 in 2010 
to 29, and citations dropped from 102 to 82, 
Chicago police spokeswoman Lt. Maureen 
Biggane said. 

Ticket sales and total revenue figures 
were not immediately available. 

“Early projections may suggest a deficit on 
{the event revenue] side,” said Park District 


spokeswoman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner. “But 
the Taste has historically proven to have an 
economic impact far past the event gates.” 

Fifty-nine restaurants participated this 
year, six more than last year, Maxey-Faulkner 
said. Those restaurants paid $3,000 to par- 
ticipate, compared with $4,000 in 2010. The 
Park District will collect 15 percent of their 
gross sales and donate i percent to charity 

In years past, the area around the city’s 
biggest summer party has seen violence, 
including multiple shootings, one fatal, in 
the Loop in 2008. This year, Chicago police 
assigned more plainclothes officers to the 
Taste. 

The Park District focused more on lo- 
cal music than on big-name headliners, in- 
corporating acts from four money-losing 
festivals that have been discontinued. The 
headliner Sunday, for example, was Greyson 
Chance, a 13 -year-old who vaulted to star- 
dom after a %uTube video of him perform- 
ing a Lady Gaga song became an Internet 
sensation. 



Hundreds attend tense Boystown meeting

Hundreds of people packed into a commu- 
nity meeting Wednesday to discuss recent 
violence in Boystown, highlighted by the 
widely publicized stabbing of a 25-year-old 
man on Sunday 

About 800 people attended the con- 
tentious Community Alternative Policing 
Strategy meeting at the Inter-American 
Elementary Magnet School in Lakeview, 
many holding signs reading, “Diversity is 


welcome, crime is not.” 

The root of the crime, however, was hotly 
debated. Some residents said LGBT youths 
loitering in the area make community 
members feel unsafe, and they called for in- 
creased police protection. Others said that 
residents and business owners are preju- 
diced against minority youth who seek safe 
haven and resources in the city’s gay hub. 

“They’re talking about LGBT youths of 
color and calling them gangs,” said Cerese 


Depeardieu, 29, of Hyde Park. “On Face- 
book, they’ve been calling them animals 
and savages. It indicates that we can’t gather 
together and come to a gay neighborhood.” 

Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) reiterated his 
Tuesday statement that he was exploring 
how to increase police presence in the neigh- 
borhood. 

As the long line in the aisle of people 
waiting to speak marched toward the stage, 
the debate reached no consensus.

Meanwhile, June ended last week with 
44 homicides, down from 54 homicides in 
June last year, RedEye data shows.

New terrorism tool: 
Implanted bombs? 


WASHINGTON Terrorists intent on 
striking commercial aircraft have 
shown renewed interest in surgically 
implanting explosives or explosive com- 
ponents in humans to conduct attacks, a 
U.S. security official tells CNN. 

The idea of implanting bombs has 
been discussed in the past, but the U.S. 
has obtained fresh intelligence about the 
desire of terrorists, and there is new in- 
telligence about a possible technique that 
could be used, according to the official, 
who declined to elaborate. 

Another U.S. official said the latest 
aviation warning is based on new intel- 
ligence indicating al-Qaida is looking for 
other means to attack aviation, including

If youVe ever cruised by 63rd Street and Hayes Drive on the 
second Saturday of July, you might have spied a strange sight. 

A tented event that looks like the Taste of Chicago but 
sounds like a soulful, disco-infused uncle of Lollapalooza. 

Wonder no more, novices of the house music scene. 

T'hat raucous celebration is none other than the Chosen 
Few Old School Reunion Picnic ^^ekend— one of Chicago’s 
best-kept secrets. Celebrating its 21st anniversary this year, the 
event has spread byword of mouth and evolved into a weekend 
affair expected to draw 20,000 people at the central Saturday 
cookout and dance festival. Celebs including R. Kelly Miami 
Heat forward Juwan Howard and VHi’s “Single Ladies” star 
TdsaRaye McCoy have been spotted there in years past. 

Still, its success is surprising to one of its organizers: DJ 
and producer Wayne Williams of the Chosen Few, a crew of 
(onetime) Chicago-based DJs who helped pioneer the house 
music sound so associated with the city The Chosen— now 
mostly spread across the country from Las Vegas to Houston 
to New Tbrk— includes DJs Alan King, Jesse Saunders, Tony 
Hatchett, Terry Hunter and Andre Hatchett. 

“[The picnic] started out as just an idea, a way for our 
people to reconnect and listen to the music that we helped 
pioneer and that many Chicagoans grew up loving,” Williams 
said of the original gathering back in 1990, when 50 to 60 
friends and family members got together to reminisce, play 
games and dance in a grassy area behind the Museum of Sci- 
ence and Industry in Hyde Park. 

'fhe music of choice for the handful of attendees was clas- 
sic house, a sound that flourished in the ’80s and was built on 
funky kick drums and danceable disco classics. Contempo- 
rary artists from Kanye West to Missy Elliott have kept the 
vintage, distinctly Chicago sound alive by sampling it into 
hip-hop.

LESSON

Debate abounds about the exact architect 
of house, a sound dominated by funky 
kick drums and disco classics. 

Some credit it to producer Frankie 
Knuckles, a New York transplant to Chi- 
cago who mixed it up at a now iconic club 
known as the Warehouse (hence the name 
“house,” reportedly) in the ’90s. 

Others say house has no official creator, 
Chicago DJ and producer Farley Jackmas- 
ter Funk claims the music existed as early 
as the late ’70s but went nameless until 
he went on WBMX and popularized the 
term, which has been said to have been 
thought up by rival mix-master Leonard 
“Remix” Roy

When you are sweating as much as your drink glass, it’s officially gin and tonic season. 

The gin and tonic technically isn’t a cocktail. It’s a highball: any combination of spirit and carbonated 
mixer, poured over ice in a tallish, heavy glass (dubbed a highball, naturally). These are the simplest, if 
not laziest, of drinks (scotch and soda, rum and Coke, vodka and tonic) and can be some of the most 
delicious, allowing quality spirits to shine. 

Still, we can’t help but monkey with the gin and tonic’s simple components. Let’s break them down. 


Gin 

What’s on your shelf? Tanqueray? 
Bombay Sapphire? Hendrick’s, per- 
haps?

But if you’re ready to branch out, 
consider some of the newer gins 
landing on store shelves. Taste a few 
side by side, if you can, and find your 
favorite. 


Tonic 

Simple, right? Not necessarily. 
Schweppes is the original maker 
of the stuff, which it introduced in 
the late 19th century in response 
to the newly popular G&T. These 
days, a number of upscale tonic wa- 
ters have emerged, enhancing our 
gin and tonic experience, includ- 
ing Q and the small batch Tom’s 
Handcrafted Tonic. 


Garnish 

Limes are the standard. But if your 
gin and tonic is based in good spirits 
and well-balanced, squeezing lime 
juice into the mix shouldn’t be nec- 
essary. Or, branch out. Hendrick’s 
goes well with cucumber; Small’s is 
delicious with a fresh slice of orange. 
And lately we’re intrigued by the 
aromatic properties brought by a 
twig of fresh rosemary.
